was opposition to the Finance Commit- 
tee bill from certain quarter?, but noth- 
ing transpired to indicate that a final 
and harmonious agreement would not 
be finally reached. On th« contrary U 
was nndeistood that a bill would be pre- 
sented which every Republican Senator 
could support. 


Senator Jones, ol Nevada, in a speech 


delivered just before the adjournment of 
the oanoos, told bis hearers that if any 
ol them were willing to abandon the 
principle of protection to American in- 
dustries they had better go Btraight- 
forth into the Democratic purty, t»nd 
his spoecb was greeted with enthusiastic 
applause. 


The caucus decided that before ad- 


journmaut the Senate should take ac- 
tion upon the labor bills, pension legis- 
lation, appropriation bill, Chinese ItgU- 
latton and the land grant forfeiture 
bills. 


Aaother Oiucus will be held witliin a 


few days to determine the exact order 
of business. It is believed thnt the tar- 
iffbill will be reported to the Senate 
next week.
